- THE WASH-HOUSE DANGER. 

The Journal this morning prints an 
article portraying the danger of tol- 
erating Chinese wash-houses in the 
most populous portions of Reno. A 
similar article was prepared for the 
columns of the Gazetre yesterday, 
but was crowded out by a press of 
advertisements. The coincidence in 


‘this respect shows that the danger is 


apparent to more than one person. 
It. "behooves the people of Beno, as 
the protectors of their own lives and 
property, to. consider this matter one 
of urgent importance, and to guard 
against the fire-fiend which has devas- 
tated this town so often. No restric- 
tions are placed on Chinese fire-traps, 
They locate where they please, so long 
as they do not encroach upon other's 
territory. The laundryman who was 
burned out on Virginia street a few 
days ago has reopened a wash-house 
in a very combustible neighborhood 
in the rear of the theater, where a fire 
once started would lick up everything 
to the east and south of it. China- 
man are notoriously careless with fire. 
They have nothing but a few pots to 
lose, and are utterly unmiodful of the 
safety of property. J. L. Durkee, Fire 
Marshal of San Francisco, in one of 
his reports, said: “The Chinese wash- 
house is a nuisance which should be 
abated, At least one-half the fires 
originate directly or indirectly from 
them.” There is danger in the air so 
long as the careless Chinaman is tol- 
erated in the closely. built limits of 
Reno, and to permit them to remain 
is to court a wide-spread conflagra- 
tion, when a fire and a gale of wind 
occur simutaneonsly. 
—_—_——_——— 
OUR SCHOOL NK£EDS. 

The public schools of Reno do not 
stand as high as they chould in the 
educational scale. There has not been 
that close watch kept over the man- 
agement that is essential nor the 
wise administration necessary to cor- 
rect discipline and high training. 
This is not perhaps the fault of the 
trustees or the officers, for it not only 
requires peculiar talepts but a con- 
siderable expenditure of time, which 
those placed in authority have not 
had leisure to devote to it. -A hard 
pressed man of business feels the loss 
of an hour’s time and the public has 
not been over generous in their recog- 
nition of the efforts of the trustees, 
who work for nothing, or the teach- 
ers, who receive only workman’s 
wages. If the people will listen to the 
GAzeTTE on this most important mat- 
ter they will try to get some man in 
the Board who is fitted by education 
and energy to inspire a greater zeal in 
the teachers and scholars and keep all 
parts of the educational machine well 


polished and keyed -up for its best 


work. Ifthe public could get a man 
like B. F. Leete interested in the mat- 
ter and elect him as a trustee, then 
put. Rev. Mr. Jenvey in as County 
Superintendent and C.S. Young as 
State Superintendent, there would be 
an advance that would astonish every- 
one.

TaE DENVEW EXPOSITION. 


The First and Largest Di«play of the

In all respects the bantling city of 
Denver is admirably suited to be the 
site of a mineral display upou a large 
scale, It is accessible both to the 
mineral regions and to the sight-seers. 
Several lines of railroad make daily 
connections with the East. The 
Grest Union Depot is a scene of cease- 
less activity—persons from every State 
in the Union and trom every nation 
under the sun may be seen passing 
under its portals. Not only is Denver 
thus within reach of the tourist, but 
it lies midway among the great min- 
eral produciog States and territories, 
and is the principal city in the lead- 
ing mineral State. In his vration de- 
livered upon the occasion ot laying 
the corner stone of the Exposition 
building, Hon. Thos. M. Patterson 
said: ‘‘For the same period of twelve 
years the struggle for supremacy in 
the contest of the precious metals had 
been with California and . Nevada. 
Like well matched athletes, now one 


seemed to prevail and aow the other. 
Colorado, though rcebust and aspiriog, 
seemed a pigmy beside these giants, 
but in 1879 she took up the gauntlet, 
and from a product of $8,000,000 the 
preceding year, that year came to the 
front with more than $17,000,000. 


CALIFORNIA'S WEALTH. 


California gave to the world the same 
year $18,000,090, and Nevada contrib- 
uted nearly $22,000,000. But their 
insignificant triumph of that year wa: 
their last. The infant had grown into 
& man, aye, it became a giant, for in 
1880 Colorado, from ite river beds and 
mountains made the world richer by 
$23,000,000, while California and Ne- 
vada followed in the rear, the one 
with $18,000,000 and the other with 
but $15.000,000.” Denver is some- 
what of a surprise to any one who gocs 
there expecting to see only a large 
and thriving western town, and find- 
instead an elegant city of 70,000 io- 
habitants, with bleck after block of 
lofty brick and stone buildings in the 
best style of architecture; with stores 
—not only one, but many of them— 
that would be acredit to San Fran- 
cisco or Chicago; with handsome 
equipages driving up and dowu the 
broad streets; with Lotels not excelled 
anywhere in the nation; with railroad 
trains coming and going at every 
hour: and, better than all, with beau- 
tiful homes, surrounded by cool, broad 
lawns, and little children playing io 
the grateful shade just as if the coun— 
try had been populated for hundred: 
of years, and had not come to the 
front at the waving of a wand, Finan- 
cially, the Exposition will be a failure: 


THAT IS SETTLED. 


And it deserves to be. As the result 
of ill- timed speculation it is located, 
not in the heart of the city, as it should 
have been, but four miles out in the 
country. A few land-jobbers have 
made profits out of the location. But 
so inaccessible is the building, that 
two or three visits usually — suffice 
each person. On a warm evening the 
streets of Denver are over—crowded 
with people sauntering aimlessly in 
search of amusement. Were the Ex- 
position in town hundreds of these 
would visit it. But where it is, the 
attendance is always sparse and it i 
calculated that the financial loss will 
be very heavy. The building is a 
bandsome one, in the shape of a cross, 
and covers in the neighborhood ol 
150,000 square feet. It is 500 feet 
long and 310 feet wide. It is intended 
as a permanent ‘structure, the plan 
being that there shall be a mineral! 
museum there open to geologists, 
miners, and the puplic generally, for 
all time. A fine view may be obtained 
from the tower, overlooking the stretch 
of fertile country around tke city and 
commanding a fine glimpse of Pike's 
Peak and Long’s Peak in the distance. 


CALIFORNIA NOT REPRESENTED. 


Asa mineral display the Exposition 
is undoubtedly a grand success. All 
the mineral States and territories are 
represented except California. The 
post or honor, a large space in front 
ot the main entrance, was awarded to 
the latter State, but it is utterly bar- 
ren and empty and leads to the fre- 
quent remark that one hears upop 
every hand that California mines are 
‘played out.” The Commissioner, 
Mr. Ewer, does all he can to correct 


‘this impression, but the contrast be- 


tween the magnificent exhibits of other 
regions and the barregness of this 
most prominent space if the building 
is universally set down to California’s 
discredit.

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EGYPT'S TROUBLES. 


English Still Preparing to Advance— 
Horses suffering with Glanders. 
Kassassin, September 11. 

The impatience of the army to be 
led forward is so obvious and the 
skill of General Wolseley so often 
proved, that it is certain some suffi- 
cient military reason must exist to ac- 
count for the delay in making an ad- 
vance. 

ALEXANDRIA, September 11.
